The greatest syndicate deal since the 


purchase of the American breweries 
by English capitalists has just been 
concluded,-and unless something un- 
foreseen occurs all the paper and pulp 
mills on Pox river will pass into the 
hands of an English syndicate on 
April 1. It is learned from parties in- 
terested in the sale that evevy paper 
and pulp maker on Fox river, with two 
exceptions, has signed a contract giving 
options on all mills, machinery, water 
rights, leases and other properties. 
The option is good for six months from 
October 1. 
• 
The two firms who have not yet 


signed have agreed to do so Monday. 
The reason for the delay is to gain 
time to complete schedules of the prop- 
erties, which must be attached to the 
options when delivered to the syndi- 
cate in London. 
The properties involved in the deal 


include twenty-nine paper and twen- 
ty-one pulp mills, situated at Neenah, 
Menaha, Appleton, Kimberly, Little 
Chute, Kaukauna, Combined Locks and 
Depere, along Fox river for a distance 
of twenty-five miles. The value of 
these plants is estimated at 810,000,- 
000. The daily product, when run 
to their normal capacity, amounts to 
l.KOO miles of-paper in a sheet seventy- 
six inches wide, and 300 tons of pulp. 
The value of the product is about $50,-

In- 
quiry in England by interested parties 
exploded this theory and showed But- 
terworth to be acting for a thoroughly 
organized syndicate with unlimited 
hacking. 
This fact established, the 


owners took hold of the project with 
full confidence, and the deal has been 
pushed to success. 
The original plan provided for the 


control of all plants in the state. It 
is believed that now they, the Fox 
River plants, which comprise three- 
fourths of the industry in the state, 
have been secured, the plants of the 
Wisconsin Eiver and other distrietb, 
valued at 83,000,000, will also sell.

This time it is al- 
leged that the kaiser has had a differ- 
ence with the chancellor over the 
measures of repression which it is pro- 
posed by his majesty to have intro- 
duced in the rekhstag durinft the com- 
ing session of that body. According 
^to the Hambui-ger Nachrichten the 


government will passively resist the 
desires of the kaiser in this matter, 
hoping tnat B reaction will occur 
which will bear them out in their op- 
position, both at regards the renewal 
of the exceptional laws and in the 
framing of a Po ish policy. 


The SchlesischeZeitung in an article 


under the caption "The Kaiser and 
Bismark Head the Opposition" en- 
deavors to demonstrate that the 
kaiser's speech at Thorn and Prince 
Bismarck's remarks at Varzein par- 
took of the nat are of an entente cor- 
dlale between the two as against the 
policy of Chancellor von Caprivi in re- 
regard to Poland's resistance to the re- 
newal of the anti-socialists laws. 


These attackev which are obviously 


designed to force a definite declaration 
from the government in regard to its 
future policy, remain unnoticed, ex- 
cept in two brii'f semi-official commu- 
nications from a Hamburg correspond- 
eal The first of these, dated last 
Thursday, said 
"The enemies of the chancellor who 


are trying to construe the emperor's 
utterances a* having been directed 
against him will soon find themselves 
mistaken. The chancellor has never 
on principle rejected a measure against 
agitation which endangered the public 
warfare. He has only first desired 
that any measure proposed to this end 
should be practicable and effective." 


The second communication, dated 


Saturday, is in the nature of an official 
telegram whic i says: 
"Noanti-anurehist bill will be sub- 


mitted to the reichstag having the ef- 
fect of amending the common law, 
without the most careful considera- 
tion as to whether it is still neces- 
sary." 
As the views of the authorities as to 


what steps will be most effective con- 
tinue to be divergent, the communica- 
tion suggests that some differences 
exist in high quarters, though it may 
be said that nothing approaching the 
gravity of the Kauzler crisis is possi- 
ble.Chancellor von Caprivi left Berlin 
last Wednesday evening on his way to 
the country scat of a relative in Bran- 
denburg, where he will pass the last 
three weeks of his official leave of ab- 
sence. No dei ision on the part ot the 
government on the question of the 
amendment ol the laws is possible un- 
til his return. Then all authoritative 
opinion points to a proposal looking to 
a revision by < he reichstag of certain 
articles of th< penal code, leaving the 
federal governments free to introduce 
in the interest of their respective 
states what modifications of the laws 
regulating associations they think 
proper to sum bit.

The enterprise has-been under discus- 
sion, for more than a year, and many 
thousands of dollars have been ex- 
pended in investigations and prelimi- 
nary surveys. 
The design ot the enterprise is to cre- 
ate a great water power just outside 
the city limito to to« brought into the 
city in the shape af electrical energy 
and sold at a uniform price to-all 
factories, the' rates at which this 
water power is to be Bold have been 
agreed upon by the company and coun- 
ty commissioners and they will be on 
an average cheaper th/m the charee 
for water power ,ta Minneapolis and 
other water-power centers. 


The water is to be procured from the 


Platte river, some forty miles from 
Omaha, and from the Elkhorn river 
some twenty miles fjom Omaha, and 
will be carried through a canal to a 
point near the cit/limits where a fall 
amounting to 135 feet will be secured. 
AtthJs point there will be developed 
34,000 horse power. "At this point ajso 
an electrical plant will be established 
and the power developed will be brought 
into Omaha and, distributed to various 
parts of the city to large and small 
consumers as electrical energy for op- 
erating motors. The people of Omaha 
are expeeeted to vote these bonds by a 
large jnajority, as there is practically 
no opposition, and «1,000,000 is consid- 
ered a. small amount to give for secur- 
ing the advantages of such cheap 
power for manufacturing purposes.

HOLLY SPBINSS, Miss., Oct. 1.—The 


death of Gen. J. M. West occurred yes- 
terday morning. He was 76 years of age 
at the time of his death. He was born 
in Alabama, where he received a public 
school education, served Mississippi as 
legislator and senator three terms.
